Condenser Plates 
and Construction 


Expert Outlines Importance 
of Well Made Parts 
in Radio Sets. 


By E. N. RAULAND 

Two conducting plates separated by 
a nonconducting material in sucha 
manner that the distance between 
them can be varied constitutes a vari- 
able condenser. This simple form is 
often found in laboratories but for 
commercial use a group of plates is op- 
posed to another group of plates, each 
group being the electrical equivalent of 
the single large plate of a simple 
variable condenser. 

A number of relatively small plates 
meshed with another group of smalf 
plates enables a considerable capacity 
to be obtained in a relatively smalf 
space. In the simple condenser only 
one side of each plate is active. In 
the condenser with many plates both 
sides of all but the outside plates are 
effective in producing capacity. 

Other Factors Involved. 

It would thus appear to be a rela- 
tively easy task to design a condenser 
for radio use. The mechanical ar- 
rangement of controlling the meshing 
of the plates of the opposing group re- 
mains to be taken care of and this in 
itself seems quite simple, and would 


be so were it not for certain other 
factors, 
Whenever mechanical devices are 


used for controlling the motion of con- 
denser plates there are apt to be im- 
perfections which produce undesirable 
effects. A little looseness may make 
't impossible to calibrate a condenser 
or hold a station. If there are parts 
that may jam or stick it may be im- 
possible to stop at a desired point. 
Precise machine work essential in 
the manufacture of any good variable 
condenser, 

Hither complete or partial shielding 
of condensers is very desirable. Oth- 
erwise the daintiest hand that tunes 
a radio receiving set may add a ca- 
pacity that will not exist when the 
hand is removed. 

The Shielding. 

The shielding accomplishes another 
beneficial aid in tuning by keeping 
dust and foreign substances from be- 
tween the plates. Some of the latest 
variable condensers are arranged in a 
brass housing that protects the plates 
from injury, keeps dust and dirt out, 
and at the same time shields the con- 
denser from body capacity and from 
magnetic spraying of other near-by in- 
struments. 

Good variable condensers will be 
rigidly constructed, and will consist 
of parts made with extreme precision. 
The insulation used will be high grade, 
and will be so designed that the path 
through the insulation will be long, 
and the cross section will be as smail 
as practical. Good electrical con- 
tact between the separate parts of 
rotor or stator will be insured by weld- 
ing, soldering or casting. 


Should Align Sockets 
to Simplify Wiring 


One thing that simplifies the wiring 
of your set to a great extent is to 
have all sockets in a line, so that it is

Nor 
to the South nearer than the bus- 
tling young city of Okeechohee, 50 
miles away. On the East, scarce- 
ly 25 miles on an airline, is Mel- 
bourne, on the East coast of Flor- 
ida, Am ’s great Riviera. Yet 
it would a vorett: hard journey 
to penetrate the vast jungles that 
lie between. 

Deer, bear, wild turkeys, otters, 
and quail by the tens of thousands 
and sometimes even panthers are 
found in this remote district. Tur-

one unless it stops or slows down. 
Within the past three weeks a 
wandering band of Seminole In- 
dians killed a 400 Ib. black bear 
within three miles of towr A 
rancher shot a huge bald eagle 
two weeks ago that came too near 
his chicken coops. 

Big Pine Woods. 

Kenansville is on the Okeechobee 
branch of the Florida East Coast 
Railroad. There are about eighty 
people in the town and about 500 
settlers in 4 radius of ten miles. 
There is a fine brick school house 
given by Mrs. Flagler, and here 
and there they are setting out 
orange orchards for most any- 
thing will srow with proper culti- 
vation. The climate is good and 
some of the settlers have lived 
here all their .ives. There are 
great forests of pine. open pam- 
pas, and large lakes. They are 
planning a fine asphalt roaa 40 
miles long through the county con- 
necting with the main trunk lines. 

Kenansville is characteristic of 
many sectioy. of Florida which 
have their futures before them. A 
few years will work a wonderful 
thange. Let us go down to Okee- 
thobee City, fifty miles south of 
Kenansville, to see what a few 
vears have accomplished. 

Okeechobee, meaning “big wa- 
ter,” lies at the North end of Lake 
Okeechobee, area 30 by 40 miles, 
the largest inland lake. except 
Lake Michigan, wholly within the 
United States. It is a marvelous- 
y fast-growing city of 8,500 popu- 
iation and it is predicted it will 
have 25,000 in five years.
